Replr of Rev. A. D.Pringle to Dr. Svans' 
lietter . ^ 

-^Victoria, March 22, 1861. 

Editor BRiTisu'CoLoiiuT: — The aphor- 
ism " least said soonest .'tnendisd't: is cer- 
tainly applicable to clerical newspaper cor- 
iespondence, for the following masons: 
ihiirges are easily made, but not so easily 
^answered in a short space; and a news- 
paper devoted to political and general sub- 
jects is not the place for contests between 
the Church of England and its opponentii. 
My opinion may bo erronecjus, but I find it 
shared by others whose opinions deserve 
trespejt. On thece grounds therefore I 
^-should have preferred leaving Dr. Evans' 
better (vary well reilied to in your coIumn«) 
afnanswered ; but ns your pupor is widely 
iairculated in British Columbia. I will con- 
dense my own ideas in as short a compass 
as I can, my object being, not to elaborate 
or to deal in diatribes, but to remove from 
the niind of '.Dr. Evans and some of hi§ 
friends some of lh.it " odium theologioum " 
which is very clearly not confined to Eng- 
. land. AVhellier my attempt will prove »uc- 
eussful, ts;I fear more than doubtful.
